Upstairs in the “Blue” room 
at the hotel, television and radio 
are giving the eastern results.

Candidates and campaign 
workers are arriving. Stan 
Shaw, the young pleasant cam- 
paigner, and Mrs. Shaw. is seen. 
Later Roy Boles and his party 
are in the hotel. 

Emmett Shay, the former 
Wagon, even though a trifle 
laté, with Mrs. Shay, found 
many friends. Archie J. Rob- 
inson of: Upland, who spent 
many days touring the desert 
with his neighbor, Gene, pointed 
out. many individuals who had 
given ‘much. of their time for a 
change in the sheriff's’ office.
